plains that when water is taken into tho full 
or partly full stomach, it doos not mingle 
with the food, but passes along quickly be- 
tween the food and lesser curvative toward 
the pylorus, through which It passes Into the 
intestines. The secretion of mucus by tho 
lining mombr.me is constant, and during tho 
night a considerable amount accumulates in 
the stomach; somo of its liquid portion is ab- 
sorbed, nnd that which remains is thick and 
toiiaciouH. If food is taken into tho stomach 
when In this condition It becomes coated 
with thi* mucus, aud the secretion of tho 
gastric juice and Its action aro delayed 
Thoso facts show the value of a goblet of 
«ater before breakfast 
This washes out tho 


tenacious mucus, and stimulates tho gastric 
glands to secretion. In old and feeble per- 
sons water should not be taken cold, but It 
may be with great advantage taken warm or 
hot 
This removal of the accumulated mu- 


zusfrom the stomach. Is probably one of the 
reasons « hy taking soup at the beginning of 
k meal has been found so beneficial.

nOW THEY ARE TltAJNED. 


The railroad station for Palo Alto is Men! 


1'ark. A iiiilo from Menlo you enter a broa< 
gateway, pasa a porter's lodge and enter upoi 
tho big domain. A magnificent broad avenue 
lined with stately oaks, and winding through 
a dense foliage, leads you to the senator' 
house, another mile away. You pass that 
and the same avenue, still winding toranotho 
mile as only Frederick Law Omstcad can 
make it wind, brings you to the crest of a 
.'ilight elevation. 


Descending from the slight elevation you 


yiass through a lano 10U feet wide. This is 
*he main street of tho horse village. On 
Nthorsido for nearly half n mile aro half aero 
paddocks, eaeli with water tubs, food troughs 
*nd an oak tree or two for shade. Thoso are 
du ivoil, not by the ordinary board fence of a 
Kentucky farm, but by palings painte 
with each gateway done m brown. 
There 


are nine hugo hay barns clustered about the 
center of the village. These are painted in 
brown, with white trimmings. A great grist 
Hill, with steam power for grinding the food, 
s near at hand. Another huge born is for 
the work horses and mules of tho place— 
icurly one hundred and fifty in number— 
;ho servitors of the pampered aristocracy of 
the kingdom. A siagmflcent race track lies 
on tho outskirts of the village, with a traili- 
ng track for colts within the outer circle. 
Another building is set apart for the "kinder- 
garten''—a great canopy covering a sawdust 
ring an eighth of a mile long. This is when 
the little weanlings, six and eight months 
old,

paces.

A bridge of boats' 
ihout a milo long am! ns wide as Pciinsylva- 
iia avenue in Washington connects this 
iurkish quarter of the city with tho Euro- 
pean shore, nnd over this bridge there is coii- 
tantly passing a throng of Turks, Christians 
and Greeks, of brown gowned men from 
Persia and broadcloth traders from Enropo 
An Italian writer in Constantinople says 
that 100,000 mon go over Ibis bridge every 
day, and one- new idea crosses it about every 
tea years.

tbo Sublime Porte yesterday and mot a num- 
ber of the leading Turkish officials. 
I found 


that many of them spoke English and that 
all could converse in French. A cabinet min- 
ister who has charge of tho newspaper press 
of the empire, and who is to a large extent 
connected with the interior, told me that the 
government was now encouraging the news- 
paper, and that the day would coma when 
each city in tbe Turkish empire would havo 
its daily paper. 


There are a number of daily newspapers 


in Constantinople-Mine in English, some in 
French and some m Turkish. Tbe Persians 
have a paper. The Greeks have tbeir organ 
and there are also newspapers for the ito 
brews and Armenians. A missionary press 
publishes a Bulgarian newspaper, but I un- 
derstand that witb all these papers the cen- 
sorship of the press is very strict and that the 
greater part of tho articles published are 
read over by the government officers before 
they are permitted to be printed. 
This is es- 


pecially so with the Bulgarian newspapers 
as the Turks are much afraid of revolutions 
among the Bulgarians, and they cut out 
everything that relates to liberty or tends to 
the depreciation of the government of the 
sultan. 


The Turks aro the governing class in Tur- 


key, and it is well for the country that they 
are so. They do not make very good busi- 
ness men, and the most of the business 
of tbe Ottoman empire is done by the 
Hebrews, the Armenians and the Greeks 
The Turks are not accumulative or industri- 
ous. Their fortunes, when made, seldom pass 
through more than one generation. 
Thesons 


live high off of their fathers' wealth, and if 
they should become bankrupt they look upon 
it as fate rather than as the result of their 
own extravagance. They aro soldiers and 
agriculturists rather than business men, and 
they prefer the government service to auy 
other. The better class of government offi- 
cers is well paid. 


The grand vizier, who is the sultan't right 


hand man, receives $4,500 a mouth, and the 
other cabinet ministers, get from $500 to 4750 
a month. In addition to this they have what 
they can make by bribes, and in all Oriental 
countries this bribing or squeezing is legiti- 
mate. In China an officer receives a salary 
of $1,0()0 a year and is expected to make $50 - 
000 a year out of perquisites or blackmail.

doubt not it is much tlio same here. It is 
certainly so to a lai'tjo extent in the collec- 
tion of taxes.

Rich American Women. 


Mr. W. E. Curtis contributes to the 


October Cosmopolitan magazine a list of 
American women whose wealth In their 
own right foots up into the millions. 
He startles us in the outset by telling us 
there ore in the United States today two 
dozen women who have more money 
than any of the crowned heads of 
Europe, except Queen Victoria, the rich- 
est one. There are half a dozen of our 
ladies who aro as rich as even Queen 
Victoria herself. American women are 
all queens, as has been remarked several 
hundred times. 


The wealthy women Mr. Curtis names 


are variously distributed among the nor- 
thern cities. It is noticeable that none 
come from any place south of Baltimore. 
The richest woman in the world is the 
widow of W. H. Vanderbilt. It is of 
course Impossible to know just how 
much any rich person is worth, and the 
wealth of all who have any considerable 
property is grossly exaggerated in popu- 
lar report. It is, however, probably safe 
to say that Mrs. Vanderbilt would "cut 
up" for not less than $33,000,000. 


The next richest woman in America is 


Mrs. Marshall O. Roberts, also of New 
York, who is "estimated" to bo worth 
$30,000,000. Not a few of the rich wo- 
men named aro descendants of old New 
York families, who became rich through 
the "unearned increment" of the rise in 
real estate. The deed which the original 
Dutch settlers obtained from tho In- 
dians ceding to the whites the whole of 
Manhattan island, on which New York 
now stands, has turned up among some 
ancient papers in a family descended from 
some of these shrewd Dutchmen. From 
this deed it appears that the price origin- 
ally paid for the whole ground was $34. 


There are numerous American single 


women among those mentioned, and it is 
rather surprising that several of them 
have kept both their wealth and their 
single blessedness to the age of 85 or 40. 
The richest single women in the Union 
are Miss Mary Garrett, of Baltimore, 
and Miss Jennie Flood, of San Francisco. 
They are worth each from fifteen to 
twenty millions. None of tho women 
earned their millions themselves, unless 
those who, when young girls, married 
aged men, may be said to have done so. 
It is to be remarked, though, several of 
tho elderly women helped their husbands 
not a little while they were "getting a 
start." Jay Gould's daughter Helen will 
inherit many millions, and already has 
several in her own right, left to her by 
her mother. Mrs. Leland Stanford, of 
California, has the most magnificent 
collection of diamonds of any private in- 
dividual in the world, her jewels being 
valued at over two million dollars.

Tbo Mormons. 


The law -that has come nearest to deal- 


ing with the Mormon question success- 
fully is the Edmunds law. Under it 
there have been 700 convictions al- 
ready. 


The annual report of the Utah com- 


mission contains some interesting infor- 
mation, as well as a significant sugges- 
tion. We learn from this report that 
polygamy is dying out, at least out- 
wardly. "Polygamy is not at the pres- 
ent time openly practiced, except in a 
few remote and out of the way places." 
The Gentile element insist, however, that 
clandestinely there are still hundreds of 
many wived saints, and that plural mar- 
riages are still solemnized in secret. 


However, if polygamy is practiced 


secretly, that is a very great gain over a 
t'ow years ago. Then it was practiced 
openly and flauntingly, in defiance of 
every law the United States made pre- 
vious to the Edmunds law. It shows 
that these people no longer openly defy 
the whole United States. 


As long as convicted polygamists are 


regarded as martyrs, and it Is a glory to 
serve a term in the penitentiary, the 
commission do not think it will be safe 
to admit Utah as a state. Once in the 
Union, with the power of state laws and 
statehood, the Mormon theocracy would 
drive every Gentile and a free civiliza- 
tion out of Utah. So if the saints knock 
at the door during the present congress 
the answer should be: "Not this year."

borers and paupers land upon our shores, 
our doors are wide open to the army of 
Mormon immigrants.

TWO SCOUTS REVENGED. 


From Fort Abraham Unroln to Fort Sully, 


both on tho upper Missouri river. Is a bee 
line of 100 mllos, but tho distance as a rider 
has to make It Is fully 200. It (s on renort 
that tho first dispatch passing twtwocn tboso 
posts via carried In my pocket, and 
that nt a tlmo whon hostile Indians al- 
most bculogod both forts. It was on this 
ride, mid about forty miles above Sully, that 
a strange Incident occurred. From Fort 
Union to Yankton, a distance of COO miles, 
tho Missouri runs along a chain of moun- 
tains on the east, whllo on the west side there 
Is scarcely a hill to bo found. 
Whllo the 


route down the cast bank Is naturally more 
difficult, it U also more sheltered, and that 
was the routo I took on tho occasion I refer- 
red to. While there were plenty of Indians 
In the mountains and mountain valleys, thoro 
wore more of thorn on tho plains, and my 
Journoy was considered such a forlorn hope 
that wagen were made at Fort Lincoln that 
I would never be heard of again. 


I bad a mustang which had traveled over 


more of the country than any man living, 
and In all matters pertaining to frontier life 
ho was as well posted as four men out of flvo. 
Armed with a Winchester and revolver, and 
rathor proud to have boon the one selected 
out of five scouts to make tho trip, I loft Fort 
Lincoln just at dusk one evening In July and 
proceeded five mllos down tho rivor before 
crossing over. A roconnoissanco In forco a 
da> or two before had driven the hostilos 
back, but I might count on finding them 
within seven or eight miles. I hod scarcely 
forded tho river, when n mule, which had 
evidently Iwon in hiding in a thicket near by 
came forward with a low whinny and ap- 
peared greatly pleased to BOO us. A brief in- 
spection proved that no belonged to a scout 
named Abner Johnson, who had been dl» 


was full of bobtilen the p-irly was inndo pretty 
ttniiif;. Them were six scouls, thirty pntale 
eoldieri, three or four of!!<jen, anil somo MJVUI 
or eight prospectors and hunters and tiuppi i, 
who nniilud to jjut fclght of that country 
Tho distance from the fort to the- liver u 
about hlxty miles, and all open country, and 
wo were accompanied by two wagons and an 
ambulunco. 
While tvo did not number over 


fifty all told, each man was heavily armed 
and well mounted, and SCO Indians would 
have hesitated to attack us la tho open. All 
tho scouts were pairoil off, and the name of 
my partner was Cnh lu. ilo ttas ii roii^U and 
rugged man of M), and most of his lifo bad 


! bceu spent in the Indian country 
lio had 


[ hod a dozen of closo calls, and tho scars h 


coald show in proof counted up a dozen o 
more. I did not know until wo bad starte< 
on the march that ho had prepared any trie 
against tho Indians, who would be sure 
i 


menace us, but at our first catnp he showo 
mo a canteen of whisky, which ho said \ 
poisoned. 
Ho bad about half a [round 


smoking tobacco in a bag, and poison ha 
been mixed with this. 
While tho rest of 


i hated Indians as bad ns Calvin did, no on 


else bad prepared any such weapons. Jndeo 
it was not looked upon as exactly uonorab] 
In a white rnan. 


Wo reached tho Hlo Pecos, opposito Cor 


poral's I'eak of tho Castilo mountains withou 
being annoyed by the Apaches, although w 
saw numbers of their scouts and had nodoub 
that a considerable forco was hanging on ou 
flanks. Wo mode our camp in a defensiv 
spot, and, after a rest, small parties scoutcc 
up and down tho river to oxauiine tho lay o 
tho country. On tho third day Calvin am 
myself, accompanied by a corporal and twi. 
private soldiers, rode up the 1'ocos about ten 
miles, crossed over and started to como down 
on th» other sldo. Tho ground was more 
broken on tho north sldo, and wo had hardly 
turned to go down stream when we found the 
redskins more numerous and far bolder. The 
soldiers had seven-shooter carbines and Cal- 
vin and I had Wuichosters, and wo felt no 
alarm oven when no knew tho Indians to 
number fully ono hundred. 
An ambush was 


tho only thing to bo dreaded, and we got into 
ono in splto of our vigilance. Two miles be- 
low where wo crossed tuo river the ground 
came very rough an(i was cut Up into gullies. 
This extended from tho river back as far as 
wo could 6oo, and wo could not Hunk it. 
Wo 


could have crossed tho rivor hero, but our or- 
ders wore to como dotvn on tho north bank. 
Every man knew that if the Indians meant to 
attack they would do it here, and tho first 
notice would boa volley from ono of tho blind 
ravines. 


In this emergency wo strung out In single 


file, tho corporal leading, Calvin next, I 
third, and tho two privates making fourth 
nnd fifth. We had not advanced forty rods 
into tho "bad ground," and'had not caught 
fight of so much as an Indian's feather, when 
wo received a volley from twenty-five In- 
dlaus in a gulch. 
They wore only 200 feet 


nway, nnd ono would have thought overy 
man of us would have been riddled. On the 
contrary, however, tho lost three of us were 
untouched, and not ono of our horses was 
bit Tho corporal and Calvin were both 
wounded and their horses killed. Simul- 
taneously with the volley a hundred or more 
Indians exhibited themselves in front and on 
our left, shouting and flrlng. In such an 
emergency every man acts for himself. Tho ' 
three of us wheeled and retreated as fast as 
our frightened horses could run, all tho time 
under flro. Cut as soon as wo had cleared 
tho "bad ground" we took shelter in a small 
JTOVO on tho odgoof the stream and prepared

To Metal Ize 'Wood. 


Steep in a bath of caustic alkali at a tem- 


perature of between 164 degs. and 197 degs. 
rahr. for two or three days, according to its 
permeability. Then place it in a bath of hy- 
drosulphate of calcium for twenty-four to 
thirty-six hours, then odd a concentrated so- 
lution of sulphur; forty-«ight hours after this 
addition place it in a third bath of acetate of 
lead between 90 degs. and 120 degs. Fahr 
where it must remain thirty to fifty hours' 
according to its permeability. When com- 
pletely dried it will take an extremely fine 
polish, and if rubbed with lead, zinc or tin 
and afterward with a burnisher of glass it 
will bo like a metal mirror, and it is impossi- 
jlo for moisture to damage it in any wav —

•ought to drive him into the water and on his 
way, but he was determined to accompany 
mo, and, after finding him obstinate, I slipped 
the iron bit out of his mouth, that he might 
match at the grass, and rode off, with him a 
close follower. 


Between tho river nnd tho foothills there 


was a level varying lu width from 50 to 500 
feet. This was grown to grass. Along tho 
bank of the stream, with hardly a break for 
miles and miles, was n lino of trees nnd 
bashes. The foothills were covered with scrub 
growth, and between them and tho base of 
tho range there was fair traveling nnd good 
cover. At every mile or tno thoro were 
breaks in the foothills by which ono could 
turn In from the level. I did not intend to 
travel far that night, tho main object being 
to got beyond the hostile lines and take an 
early start next morning. 
Up to tho time of 


crossing the river iny mustang's feet had been 
muffled with oat sacks, so that ho could leave 
no trail There had been no rain for two or 
three weeks, and no living Indian could have 
traced me. Onco across the stream I removed 
the bags. I should leave a plain trail, but 
must thereafter trust to luck and my own 
sagacity. It wo» a starlight Light, and as 1 
rode forward 1 routed up a deer or other 
wild game every flfty rods. This satisfied 
me that DO Indians were near, and I contin- 
ued my rkle until midnight By this timo I 
WM at least twenty miles below the fort, and 
I went Into camp to wait for davllght 
Go-

This was at 10 o'clock in tlio morning, and 


w o did not got another glimpse of tin Indian 
until 4 in tho nf ternoou, when I climbed one 
of tho trees and saw a body of them making 
olr to tho mountain. 
I then made a scout of 


tlio neighborhood, find soon ascertained what 
had occurred. Both Calvin and tlic corporal 
line! been put to tlio torture, but thoy had 
txcn amply revenged. Tho six wo had killed 
lay whero they foil, as our flro commanded 
tho spot. 
\Vo found, in a sort of pocket, 


covered with bushes nnd limbs, cloven other 
dead, every one of whom had died of poison 
Ono was Chief White Tiird, a noted warrior,

band. Tho bottle was empty, and tl tobac- 
co bag had boon turned wrong side ont, 
Tliroo or four years afterward 1 met an 
A].ache who was present on that,occasion 
and ho said that White Bird and his chosen 
few drank the whisky mid then smoked their 
pil es whilo the others wore making the pris- 
on, rs ready for torture. Tho corporal died 
but ore they could rnako ready, and when tho 
warriors bogan to die of the poison Calvin 
was soon dispatched by a blow of n toma- 
hawk. The bodies ucro badly mutilated, 
but it nos mo.stly after'death. 
Tho band 


lost seventeen to our two, and was so dis- 
heartened that it retreated and went into 
mourning for weeks.—New York Sun

Die, London dockers' strike was tha 


n««t roniurkalilo event of the kind in tho 
history of labor. The extraordinary fea- 
ture of it was that tlio dock laborers 
should strike at nil, aud stil. more extra- 
ordinary it was that, having struck, they 
gained their point and had their wages 
raised. 


Tho London docker belongs to the very 


856,000 lowest aud most wretched class of labor- 


ers, partly by his own fault, partly by 


0.600 the fault of the great corporations that 


employ him. Ho is one type of the vast 
throng of white slaves out of which 
civilization slowly squeezes the life and 
the manhood. There is nothing in bar- 
barism BO degraded, so apparently hope- 
less, as this lowest class, which is the 
product of civilization. 


Yet in every one of these creatures 


there is a desire for something higher 
and better. In the case of the London 
dockers they demanded something bet- 
ter, and, to the surprise of everybody, 
got it. 


How? We read that the dockers' 


cause was BO just that they had the sym- 
pathy of the working people of Great 
Britain. Thousands of laborers in em- 
ployments connected with theirs, who 
bad not their grievances, went out with 
them. A spirit of restiveness pervaded 
all the trades' societies on the island. 
The tailors also struck; the bakers, the 
cab drivers, the railway employes and 
others were moved by the wave of dis- 
content and insurrection that floated 
from tho London docks. The wav<> dis- 
turbed all England, even the millionaire 
noblemen who are kept awake nights 
trying to devise ways to spend their 
money, 


Tho strike was managed with consum- 


mate tact by tho large brained, good 
tempered engineer who led it, John 
Burns. He began his career as an engi- 
neer; ho will not end it as such. He 
is already a professional expert, and his 
specialty is conductor of strikes. 


To Burns, as far as it can bo claimed 


by any ono man, is owing the success of 
the great strike. But there is a deeper, 
grander reason for its success than the 
efforts of any one person, or any dozen 
persons. That reason is this: Tho labor- 
ers held together as ono man, and the 
working people of all Great Britain stood 
by them. That was why they succeeded. 
It was standing together, co-operation, 
that did it. 


Utilizing this one idea, workingpcople 


can rule the world. From their perfect 
union will grow a giant that all the cap- 
italists in Christendom cannot down. 
This is the thought of John Burns, in 
his attempt to form a federation of labor.

"Are you an undertaker?" asked a 


lawyer of a witness in court. "No, sir; 
I am a funeral director," w;is tho reply. 


That la one of tho latest fashions ii 


funerals. The tiuiu of the hearse now calls 
himself a funeral director. Large funer- 
als are going out, too, as an adept in the 
burying art observes, except "among the 
poorer classes and among foreigners." 
Where there used to DO forty or more 
carriages at a prominent citizen's buiial, 
there are now not more than from four 
to eight The reasons for this seein 
based on common sense. The long ride 
to a burial ground, tho standing upon 
the damp earth while the last services 
are performed, added to the nervous 
strain and excitemem .oinctiines c;msc 
serious and fatal illness.

Foi the same reason—considerations 


of health—men no longer stand about a 
grave with uncovered heads In bad 
weather. 
The tendency, moreover, is 


now for ladies not to go to burials at all 
These are attended only by the male rela- 
tives of the family who are in sound 
health. 


The strain on the nervous t>j btom and 


tho dangers to the health of women 
make thu sanitary reasons doubly strong 
in their case. Indeed, burials are often 
now conducted so privately that scarcely 
anybody is present at tho actual inter- 
ment except the undertaker's men. 


When tlicre are palluearers, hired as- 


sistants carry the coffin, whilo the pall- 
bearers walk beside them. Tho heavy 
burden of the coffin would fraiuently 
exhaust pallbearers completely, espe- 
cially when they uro old men. On the 
whole, all these modern changes seem 
dictated by a sensible regard for the 
health and comfort of the living. 
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wilts are also remarkably noat and good.— 
llackwood's Magazine.

every warrior had died of poison, but I did 
not know until a month that Johnson fixed 
tip the dose before leaving Fort Ransomo on 
Us return. He seemed to have a presentiment 
that he would be captured, and he boueht 
two quarts of whisky and closed it with 
strychnine, knowing that it would surely re- 
^engehim. 


Johnson had evidently been driven out of 


nto direct course. As I saw by scouting over 
the ground ho was well in the lead of his nine 
pursuers when a chance shot from a rifle 
struck him in the right hip and tumbled him 
from his saddle. Hi, mule had gone on and 
the Indians had gone into camp to torture 
the wounded man. They had cut off »is loft 
ear, gashed his chooks, severed three or four 
toes, and inflicted other cruelties when the 
poison which they had Imbibed In the whisky 
t-egan to work. There must have been a high 
old time among themfor half an hour, during 
which Interval the prisoner probably bled to 
death.

The ponies 
of tha Indians were in a grassy d«U aquarter' 
cXamO* away, and each was hobbled. It 
MUM an awful wicked thlpj to do, but I 
approached each one in turn and drove my 
knife to his heart Then I gathered up sad- 
dle* and blankets and lariats and Bung them 
into the river. I took the rifles, tomahawks, 
knives, wampum, and headdresses of the nine 
•warriora and made op a load for the mule, 
and after covering Johnson's body with 
brush and stones to keep It from vultures, 1 
•want forward on my Journey, which was 
completed without a further incident worth 
mentioning.

Fort Davis, la the Guadvdupe mountains of 
Tolas, and lu the Apache country. A com- 
tnWon was sent to the east to locate a post

Tlio United States an<l Canada. 
Tlipro itf no doubt but some measure 


mint bo taken in tho matter of the com- 
niercml relations of tlio United States 
and Canada. There is a powerful and 
growing sentiment on both sides of the 
line in favor of freer trade in some shape 
between the two countries. Kach wants 
what the other has to sell. In 1888 the 
imports into Canada from the United 
States were §9,000,000 greater than from 
Great Britain. 


Josiah Quincy recently prepared a 


paper on the subject of trade between 
the two countries which states the caso 
very clearly. lie said there were three 
ways of securing freedom of trade. Tho 
first was by political union, making ono 
vast country of tho United States ami 
Canada. 
That is not practicable at 


present certainly. 
Mr. J, H. Beadle, 


one of whoso strong points aaa news- 
paper writer is hard fact, In a tour of 
Canada during the summer found tho 
annexation sentiment there 
tively feeble. 


The second possible agreement men- 


tioned by Mr. Quincy is commercial 
union, the 
maintenance of a com- 


mon tariff by the two countries against 
all 
other countries, "and a com- 


mon internal revenue system of taxa- 
tion, with some equitable division of 
tho receipts." This is the popular idea 
at present, perhaps, in both countries. 
But such a union would cripple the 
treaty making power of both countries 
with other countries. For instance, if 
the United States wished to conclude an 
agreement of amity and commerce with, 
say, Mexico, she would have to consult 
Canada, and thus the treaty making 
power of the president and senate would 
be impaired and our government shorn 
of its dignity and prestige. Again, if 
the United States wiihed to make the 
slightest change in her internal revenue 
laws, under commercial union it would 
be necessary to obtain the consent of the 
parliament at Ottawa to that change. 
This the people of the United States 
would not submit to. 


The third kind of agreement seems to 


Mr. Quinoy tho only one that is desir- 
able or possible. Thla is the treaty of 
reciprocity, "admitting some or nil of 
tho products of either country into the 
other free of duty." At a great meeting 
of New England manufacturers and 
merchants in Boston not long since, the 


Jute. 


Once more tho question is discussed of 


cultivating jute in the southern states, 
since the cotton farmers in many locali 
ties aro using cotton bagging for theii 
bales rather than patronize the jute mills 
bagging trust. But cotton bajrging is noi 
as well liked as tho other, and now the 
farmers say: Why cannot we raise out 
own jute? Why not, indeed? It is true, 
in case they did, tho product would havt 
still to pass through the mills of the 
loathed combination, or, if other millj 
started up, it would not be long till thej 
too joined the trust, but still a little thing 
like that ought not to stand in the waj 
of raising the raw material. We should 
be juat that much more independent ol 
India and England. A calculation has 
been made that jute can be produced al 
a cost of one and n, half cents a pound 
on the sarno soil that will grow hemp. 
Our improved machinery of culture 
would produce vastly more than is done 
by the rude and piimitivo methods ol 
India. 


Juion- of nil this doubt, and I went coolly and 
wanly into the matter, determined to find 
out t ho truth. Bit by bit the evidence accu- 
mulated, until tho honesty of statement nnd 
high character of the Lincolnshire captain 
came out rofulgently.

He de- 
sired to help out of Georgia all negroes, 
good laborers or otherwise.
